The Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice has laid the ground- 
work for the possible entrance of 
the United States by making 
changes in its rules to provide pro- 
cedure that would be necessary un- 
der the American reservations to 
the court.

WILL DECIDE CAUSES 
APPROVED BY CHURCH 
Committee pridieres Report 
for Sessions in Richmond; 
Opposes Birth Control. 


‘The “guilty party” to a divorce 
Will mot be able to get remarried in 
the United Lutheran Church in 
America, if a special report made 


public yesterday is adopted by the - 


church at its biennial convention in 
Richmond, Va., the third week in 
October. 

The church also will be asked to 
take thé stand that adultery is the 
ohly justifiable ground for divorce, 
and that the limitation of birth by 
artificial means is ‘‘anti-Christian.”’ 

The report_on “‘Marriage and Di- 
vorce” which the 600 lay and cler- 
ieal delegates to the convention will 
be asked to adopt was made public 
yesterday by the national Lutheran 
council, which has headquarters in 
New York. It was drafted by the 
church’s committee on moral and 
social welfare after a two-year 
study of the question. 

Two Washingtonians are mem- 
bers of the committee—-the Rev. Dr: 
BE, C. Dinwiddie and L. R. Alden, 
an attorney. Mr. Alden expressed 
thé opinion yesterday that the 
* Riehmond convention will adopt the 
report by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Draw Twelve Theses. 


The, committee has drawn up 
twelve ‘theses, which it asks the 
church to assert. They are as fol- 
loWs: 

“1. ‘That marriage is monogamic 
and as such is a covenant indissolu- 
ble for life. 

“2. That marriage is one of the 
most important problems of- the 
home and the church, and that 
Plain teaching should be given:

VACCINES PROVE VALUE 
IN WHITE PLAGUE WAR 


Conquest Being Effected by 
Five General Means, Cru- 
: saders Point Out. 


—_—_ om - 


The “beginning of the end” of 
tuberculosis may be appearing on 
the horizon of pathological accom- 
| Dlishment, it was declared yesterday 
at the fifth conference of the Inter- 
| national Unfon Against Tubercu- 
| losis at the Mayflower hotel. 


Scientists and noted physicians 
attending the conference declared 
the conquest of the disease grad- 
ually is being effected by five gen- 
6ral means, the development of vae- 
cines, the isolation of cases, the 
practiced examination of the people 
‘of each locality, the establishment 
of sanitary conditions and the de- 
velopment and application of treat- 
ment mtehods. 

Dr. Gerald B. Webb, president of 
the Colorado School of Tubereulo=- 
sis, of Colorado Springs, Colo.. de- 
Clared the method of examination 
or the “‘Framington demonstration”’ 
might eradicate the disease before 
“the laboratory workers achieve 
either a method of vaccination or 
cure.’”’ 


Praise for Vaccine, 
Several methods of heightening 
resistance of the individual have 
proved of value, it was pointed out. 
The vaccine developed by Prof. A. 
Calmette, of France, received spe- 
cial mention as having 
“noteworthy results.’’ 


Webb declared “the one remedy is 
rest.’’ This remedy is old, but Dr. 
Webb declared it more efficacious 
than the majority of ‘‘complicated 
remedies which physicians fre- 
quently are inclined to seek.’’ 

Dr. Webb mentioned that 100 
years ago tuberculosis patients 
were made to write what they had 
to say rather than speak, thus giv- 
ing rest to the larynx. 

“Repose, both mental and bod- 
ily, is highly important as a meth- 
od of treatment,’’ he declared, and 
“perfect repose is more important 
than rest.’’ 


Climate Not Important. 


Difference in climate was not 
considered so important as is com- 
monly believed. Dr, Webb  de- 
clared tuberculosis affected Indians 
the same, “‘whether at high alti- 
tudes or sea level.’’ 

The extremely high death rate 
among Indians and other peoples 
free of the disease was mentioned. 
‘The fact that the death rate is 
higher among such peoples than 
among civilized peoples, it was de- 
clared, is because the peoples free 
of the disease have developed no re- 
sisting power toward it.

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GOOLIDGE TO CONFER 
WITH SENATE CHIEF 
ON COURT PROGRAM 


Next Move in World Tribunal 
Issue Depends on Out- 
come of Meeting. 


GETS BURTON VIEWS 
ON CONDITIONS, ABROAD 
New Strife Looms Over Econ- 
omy; President Not Plan- 
ning Any Trips. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
President Coolidge will now ad- 
vise with leaders in the Senate over 
the next move which the United 
States government should make in 
the matter of American adherence 


to the world court. Realizing that 
the replies of the majority of the 
nations which are members of the 
court will ¢ontain the new Geneva 
protocol, under which the American 
reservations are not accepted, Mr. 
Coolidge feels that he should take 
no further action until these replies 
have been studied by himself and 
by members of the Senate who 
share with him in the responsibili- 
ties of treaty making with foreign 
powers. 

Thus the world court problem 
will no longer plague the executive 
and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment for some time to come, as 
it is not expected that the foreign 
powers will break speed records in 
sending their replies to Washing- 
ton. Early next year, perhaps, the 
President and the Senate will have 
to consider the advisability of com- 
pletely eliminating any further 
chance of the United States hecom- 
ing involved in this league t@bu- 
nal. Meanwhile, however, Presi- 
dent Coolidge knows of no contem- 
plated move to withdraw America’s 
application for membership, except- 
ing such moves as have been §in- 
itiated by senatorial opponents of 
the court. 


Talks With Burton. 


The President’s views on this 
matter,.as outlined by the White 
House spokesman yesterday, came 
after Mr. Coolidge had discussed 
European affairs in general and the 
world court in particular with Rep- 
resentative Theodore E.. Burton, 
who is back from Geneva, where he 
attended the meeting of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union. Mr. Burton 
does not think the powers will ac- 
cept America’s reservations, which 
viewpoint tends to discourage for- 
lorn hope of internationalists that 
the league powers may later change 
their minds and bring America into 
the court on America’s terms. Other 
views expressed by Mr. Burton 
were more. frank and outspoken 
than expected. He does not believe 
the league arms conference prom- 
ises to get anywhere with the ques- 
tion of limitation of armaments. He 
does, however, expect France to 
ultimately ratify the Mellon-Ber- 
enger debt settlement. 

According to the White House 
spokesman yesterday, President 
Coolidge foresees another problem 
looming up which has no connection 
with pending foreign affairs or with 
politics. It concerns a prospective 
head-on collision between the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches of 
the government over the question 
of government expenditures. Mr. 
Coolidge wants these expenditures 
kept down and will continue to 
stress the need of strict economy 
and to point out that further relief 
from the burdens of taxation can 
only be secured by strict adher- 
ence to a program of economy. 


Heavy Spending Expected. 


Congress, on the other hand, ac- 
cording to reports which already 
have reached Mr. Coolidge contem- 
plates a rather ambitious. money- 
spending program as soon as the 
wheels of pean Losmnaath rouse ean Bhar A Biaaboed 
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gin to grind. The White House 
spokesman did not enumerate the 
reports along this line which have 
come to the White, House, but his 
announcement yesterday served ad- 
Vance notice that the President will 
not indorse any plan to let down 
the bars so far as spending the gov- 
ernment’s money is concerned. 

But the Coolidge economy pro- 
gram is not going to be carried out 
in such manner as to weaken the 
national defense or otherwise im- 
pair proper working of the govern- 
mental machinery, it was said. . For 
example, Mr. Coolidge has been ad- 
vised that reports are about to be 
‘printed that the size.of the army 
is to-be cut down to conform to the 
budget program, Such reports 
have no foundation, whatever, the 
White House spokesman stated with 
emphasis. Nor is the navy to be 
neglected, it was added. 

The President feels that it is al- 
Ways necessary to carefully gcru- 
tinize army and navy expenditures, 
because they form such an impor- 
tant and large item of annual ex- 
penses. But this does not mean 
that the national defense is to be 
jeopardized in order to curtail ex- 
penses, it was stated. 

President Coolidge has no plans 
to make any trips away from Wash- 
ington in the near future, which 
fact is interpreted to mean that he 
will not go into Massachusetts to 
take part in the political battle be- 
ing waged in that State for the 
senatorial seat between William M. 
Butler, the President’s close per- 
sonal friend, and former senator 
David I. Walsh. It was stated in 
this conhection that the President 
does not expect to find time to at- 
tend the Army and Navy football 
game in Chicago late in November.

teneva, Switzerland, Oct. 1 (By 
A. P.).—The experts of the prepara- 
tory disarmament commission 
failed to reach an agreement today 
as to whether it is practicable to 
limit armaments by limiting na- 
tional budgetary expenditures. 

The delegations of France and 
the little entente powers answered 
the question affirmatively, but those 


of the United States, Argentina, 
Sweden, Holland, Germany and 
Japan insisted that such method 
was impracticable, inequitable and 
hence inadmissible. 

The commission therefore drop- 
ped the question and took up the 
thesis that importance should be 
given to such factors as population 
and national resources in drafting 
the scale of armaments permissible 
to the various countries, 

The United States, Germany, 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Poland 
and Roumania agreed on a common 
text in answer to this question to 
serve as a basis for discussion.

“There will not be any substan- 
tial naval reduction until the Medi- 
terranean and English channel!

serted. “I do not feel very hopeful 
of anything substantial being ac- 
complished, as most European na- 
tions believe their safety exists only 
with their supremacy.”’ 


Sees Hope in Tangier. 


The difficulty lies in the fact, he 
said, that France, Italy and some of 
the smaller countries are unable to 
compete with Great Britain’s cap- 
ital ships .and are trying to over- 
come this deficiency by 
submarines and aircraft. 

Both France and Italy are 
pendent, he continued, on uninter- 
rupted commerce in the. Mediter- 
ranean to protect their trade and 
outlying possessions, while at the 
same time Great Britain must keep 
the Mediterranean open for the pro- 
tection of her possessions in Asia 
and Africa. At present, he said, 
Britain virtually dominates this sea 
by control of the Suez cana! and 
Gibraltar. 

The Virginia senator sees a ray 
of hope in Tangier, which, he said, 
also was in a commanding position 
in the Mediterranean, and could be 
used internationally to secure the 
safety of all nations in the sea. 

The British fleet threatens the 
safety of France, Germany, Belgium 
and Holland in the English channel, 
be said, and these countries are 
building submarines and aircraft 
for the protection of their coasts. 
Yet the life of the British isles also 
is dependent upon control of the 
channel, he added. 


Surprised at Fceling. 


Senator Swanson said he was sur- 
prised to find Europe did not appre- 
ciate the liberal terms of the debt 
settlement with the United States 
and that Americans .were not 
greeted with the cordiality with 
which they were formerly. 

The French people were ignorant 
of the terms of the settlement, he 
continued, because only the French 
side had been presented to them, 
and they do not realize the United 


States has agreed to eancel all ofj, 


the debt prior to the armistice. 

The senator blamed the American 
debt commissioners for this attitude 
of the French, asserting the com- 
mission made the mistake of con- 
tending the United States had ex- 
acted every cent it could get out of 
France without bankrupting the na- 
tion. 

Although the commission’s state- 
ment was for home consumption, he 
said, all of it had been printed in 
France and the French had the idea 
the United States was an extortion- 
ist.

Dictated Only Portion. 


Under redirect examination Buck- 
ner sought to bring out that much 
of this memorandum had been dic- 
tated by Johnson and Galloway.

“Well, I dictated until one of the 
others thought I had got something 
wrong and then they would dictate.”’

“Damned madonna lilly; he grows 
where he is planted.’’ Lloyd 
George is ‘‘clever as six foxes;”’ 
Lord Riddell, ‘‘laughs at his 
peerage,’’ Beaverbrooke is ‘‘brainy 
but impish.”’

RETURN FROM AUSTRALIA 


Flier Ends 28.000 Mile Trip 
to Melbourne and Back 
at Parliament House.

London, Oct. 1 (By A. P.).—wNot 
since the wartime air raids have so 


many English necks been craned 
toward the sky as were this after- 
noon for the triumphant home com- 
ing of Alan J. Cobham, from Aus- 
tralia. Cobham’s arrival marks the 
first time that the long air journey 
from England to Australia and re- 
turn has been accomplished. 

After a series of maneuvers had 
thrilled great crowds along the 
Thames, Cobham’s big hydroplane 
settled on the waters of that his- 
toric river and glided to a resting 
place in front of the houses of par- 
liament. Here were gathered the 
high and mighty in the councils 
of the British empire to welcome 
the aerial pathfinder. A personal 


George expressed the gratitude df 
the whole nation at Cobhim’s safe 
return. , 

The last few miles of Cobham’s 
28,000-mile aerial jaunt consti- 
tuted a memorable spectacle. He 
first touched England at Hastings, 
where the seafront was thronged 
by thousands of townfolk. Villagers 
‘and rustics all through Kent came 
out in crowds to watch him soar 
toward London. He passed Maid- 
stone, Rochester and Gravesend and 
then followed the Thames toward 
London. 

Both banks of the river were 
thronged as he swooped low along 
it until he reached the East End of 
London. Ships in the river fired 
rockets and thousands of Londoners 
flocked to roofs and river embank- 
ments. Cobham swept past West- 
minster and roared on.to Hammer- 
smith, where he turned and sped 
back to London, circling Big Ben 
in the tower of the house of com- 
mons, skimming over Westminster 
bridge and then gliding to the river. 

Cobham’s journey that carried 
him a greater distance than the cir- 
cumference of the earth had occu- 
pied 320 hours of actual flying time. 

Asked when he would give up fiy- 
ing, Cobham, who is estimated to 
have flown 500,000 miles, replied: 
“T’ll give up flying only when I 1m 
too old to get into a plane.’ Cob- 
ham will leave for the United States 
October 5 for a lecture tour.

Hole Is Found Cut in Slate 
Floor of Life-Term 
Convict’s Cell. 


Baltimore, Oct. 1.—Jack Hart, 
one of the Norris murder bandits 
serving a life term in the Maryland 
pentitentiary, has@been found at- 


tempting to cut his way out of his 
cell, Warden Patrick J. Brady, de- 
clared today. 

Hart had been confined to his cell 
for the last five months. He is 
clothed in stripes and is allowed to 
leave his cell only for exercise. He 
is also forbidden to mingle with the 
prisoners. 

Warden Brady said an inspection 
of his cell today revealed that he 
has been attempting to cut through 
the slate floor. A cut about one- 
eighth. of an inch deep and about 7 
inches long had been made. 

The. cut was filled either with 
putty or bread made soft packed. 

The floor of the cell is about 3 
inches thick and, if he had. been 
able to cut through, he could have 
dropped into the cell below. 

Brady said the only instrument 
Hart could. have. used was the 
knife furnished him when he eats 
his meals in his cell. 

The knife is taken away after 
he completes his meals, and Brady 
said he believed Hart worked be- 
tween the time the meals were 
served. and the time the knife was 
taken away. 

Warden Brady said one of the 
prisoners might have tossed putty 
through the cell door. 

Hart lives in a cell directly in 
front of the guard station. 

Five months ago Hart, together 
with other prisoners, was fotnd 
making a cell-door key. Since that 
time he has been kept idle in his 
cell.

Messages have been sent to the North, sug- 
gesting that no further help is needed, and 
making it appear that there is little hardship 
or suffering because of wrecked homes. Thus 
the public ha8S been dissuaded from contribut- 
ing to the Red Cross relief fund, despite Presi- 
“dent Coolidge’s urgent appeal to the people, 
and thousands of homeless individuals in Flo- 
rida are suffering in consequence. 

Thé charge of suppressing the truth is made 
by no less an authority than John Barton 
P&yiie, chairman of the American Red Cross. 
Hé makes it after carefully verifying the re- 
ports sent from Florida by Red Cross agents. 
Therefore it stands as an appalling indictment 
against the good sense and moral courage of 
the Florida authorities. 

The people of the United States take at par 
what John ‘Barton Payne has to say. His 
Statement convicts the Florida authorities of 
selfish stupidity and shocking heartlessness. 

Five thousand homes have been destroyed 
in Florida, and 18,000 families have been im- 
poverished. There is widespread suffering 
which the Red Cross is trying to alleviate. The

PAY ROLL BANDITS. 


Four men carrying a pay roll consisting of 
$47,000 in cash were held up in Baltimore 
yesterday by three bandits. The victims were 


unarmed. The bandits approached them and 
leisurely took otit wéapons from a guitar case 
which one of them carried. By using their 
weapons the bandits intimidated their victims 
and took the money, escaping in an automobile. 

The practice of carrying large sums oO 
money in the streets of any town is now fool; 
ish. It is equivalent to making gifts to bandits 
and thereby. stimulating the bandit ‘industry. 
But if employers will insist upon trying to 
handle cash instead of checks, they should arm 
the employes who carry the pay roll money, 
and these employes should carry their guns in 
their hands, not in their pockets. The Balti- 
morecitizens who were held up yesterday had 
abundant time in which to kill their thrée as- 
sallants. 

Banditry is increasing because of the blun- 
ders of those who bécome victims. Not until 
citizens take the precautions necessary to hold 
the upper hand can théy expect to cope with 
bandits. When four men carrying a pay roll 
go unarmed, and yield their rich booty with- 
out a fight, they encourage the bandit indus- 
try everywhere. If these four mén, oOuthum- 
bering their assailahts, had had guns in their 
hands they would not have been approached. 
But since it is not in the public interest to 
turn the streets into shambles, even for the 
sake of killing bandits, the obvious thing for 
all employers to do is to abandon the sending 
of pay rolls through the streets. 


TOO MANY TRIBUNALS. 


The seeking of nonjudicial tribunals to take 
the place of the courts is a growing practice. 
Public utility, interstate commerce and rail- 
road commissions, workmen’s compensation 
tribunals, trade commissions and other simi- 
lar bodies have all been established with the 
idea in mind of meeting situations which are 
not easily disposed of by courts of justice. 
Commercial arbitration has come t8 be an 
accepted stipulation in contracts between em- 
ployer and employe. 

Commenting on this matter in a current 
periodical, Prof. Charles E. Clark, of Yale uni- 
versity law school, calls attention to the fact 
that precedents and courses of procedure are 
growing to such an extent that it may be 
found that the limit of advantageous velop- 
ment of this movement may have been 
reached. A court turns out to be a court, no 
matter what title is given it, and there may 
be unwisdom in multiplying forms of courts 
with the attendant possible confusion of au- 
thority. 

It is admitted generally that there is need 
of simplification of court procedures. Although 
there must be rules of procedure, so that 
courts may act in an orderly manner, such 
ruleg by their very nature tend to become fos- 
silized and unworkable and should be con- 
stahtly revised. Careful study of the court 
system as a governmental institution func- 
tioning in modern life is desirable. 

Law schools, the bench and the bar devote 
themselves to the study of substantive, or 
existing, law. What is needed is a study of 
the means to be used in making such sub- 
stantive law effective under existing condi- 
tions. The 48 States constitute as many lab- 
oratories fot suth study. If, then, there could 
be formed some official body, charged with the 
discovery and fostering of reform and im- 
provement in the judicial system, much might 
be accomplished to enable people to live to- 
gether more easily, with some degree of har- 
mony, in this crowded universe. 


TO CONSOLIDATE ‘RAILROADS. 


Lt is réported that the administration looks 
with favor on the so-called Parker bill, pro- 
viding for the unification of carriers engaged 
in interstate commerce. President Coolidge, 
it is said, believes some system of consolida- 
tion should be worked out for the welfare of 
both the railroads and shippers. Experts hold 
that the transportation act of 1920 is not suffi- 
cient to bring about the desired result. : 

The Parker bill declares that the policy of 
the United States is to maintain the weaker 
and necessary short lines; and for that pur- 
pose it authorizes and encourages the unifica- 
tion of the several railroad systems. The plan 
involves (a) purchase of the property of one 
railroad by another, (b) corporate merger, 
(c) acquisition of securities issued by a carrier. 

The bill provides that when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission approves of a plan of 
consolidation it will issue an ofrder to that 


by the board of- directors and majority holders 
of voting securities. Such consolidated carriers 
will be exempt from thé opération of the anti) 
trust laws, Dissenting security holders wiil 
have a right of protest. 

The néw consolidation will have the right 
of eminent domalifi and all other rights accru- 
ing to common carriets. The proposed law is 
based upon voluntary action, and is believed 
to possess elémehtS more accéptable to the 
failroads than. was the Cummins bill of the last 
Bession of Congress. It is believed that rail- 
road transportation rates can be lowered, and 
the shippers served better, under the opération 
of a consolidation plan such as is cofitainéd in 
the Parker bill.

REMEMBER THE BOYS. 


The United States has made liberal financial 
provision for disabled veterans, but the equit- 
able distribution of relief presents a tremen- 
dous task, atid there are certain activities that 
are best attended to by nongovernmental 
agencies. Among the auxiliaries that are rec- 
ognized by Federal enactment and indorsed by 
the President and the director of the veterans’ 
bureau is the Disabled Americah Veterans. 

The Washington unit of this national organi- 
zation, composed entirely of men disabled in 
the war, maintains a full-time liaison officer 
whose services, without cost, are available to 
the disabled man and his relatives. In span- 
ning the gap between the veteran and the 
bureau, the D. A. V. has performed so well 
that its work has been highly praised by the 
government officials best qualified to pass upon 
the value of the service. 

The organized disabled men today will 
make their annual forget-me-not appeal for 
funds. Women and girls will sell the sym- 
bolical flowers throughout the city, and the 
public by its generosity should show. that 
Washington has not forgotten the men of 1917 
and 1918, for whom there has been no real 
armistice. 


EUROPEAN STEEL COMBINE. 


It is announced at Pittsburgh that the new 
European steel combine, embracing manufac- 
turers' of steel products in France, Germany, 
Belgium, Luxemburg and the Sarre valley 
will-have slight effect upon the American in- 
dustry, so far as foreign competition is con- 
cerned: 

In 1923 the total American production of 
iron and steel commodities, as classified by the 
census bureau, was approximately 47,512,000 
tons, valued at-about $4,161,938,000. Of this 
total production only about 2,000,000 tons, 
valued at approximately $28,967,000, were ex- 
ported. In the twelve months ended with 
June 30 last, total exports of manufactures of 
iron and steel were valued about $158,000,- 
000, or something like 4 per cent of the total 
domestic production. The United States con- 
sumed approximately 96 per cent of its total 
production of iron and steel manufactures. 

It is believed that efficiency in the American 
industry will overcome any differences in 
wages between the United States and the five 
manufacturing areas in the European combine. 
Average weekly wages in American steel mills 
are about $30 a week, while in Germany the 
weekly wage is about $11.40; France, about 
$12, and Belgium, about $10. The question is 
whether the European combine can entér the 
American markets on a large scale and cripple 
the American industry, thus reducing Wages in 
American mills. American steel magnates say 
that. they do not fear this competition, as 
there is a market in Europe for all that the 
Europeans.can produce.

| The wind blew terriffically, shak- 
ing the house, blowing in all of 
ithe windows, tearing open the roof 
and letting the rain in, ruining 
'everything on the second floor. We 
had to stay in our wet clothes for 
two days. It was-not the music 
you like to hear. A little longer 
and our hotel which is a frame 
building. would have floated off 
the foundation, to be smashed to 
pieces. My sedan, which I left in 
front of the hotel, was caught by 
the waves and smashed to pieces, 
some of the doors lying 300 feet 
away, and thé cushion carried three 
blocks away. By 4a. mi. the whole 
of Miami Beach island was about 
4 to@ feet under water, the water 
from the ocean rushing clear over 
to the Biscayne bay. Well, here 
we are, “‘‘alive,”’ that’s all. ;

PRESBYTERY TO RAISE. 
‘SERVICE PENSION FUND 


Luncheon Today to Plan Drive 
for $15,000,000 for Re- 
tired Ministers. 


J. B. LARNER IN CHARGE 


Laymen and ministers represent- 
ing the 39 churches in Washing- 
ton City presbytery will attend a 
luncheon at the Cosmos club today. 
The purpose of the “luncheon will 
be to discuss plans for raising the 
presbytery’s quota of the nation- 
wide $15,00¢,000 campaign to put 
into effect the new service pension 
plan of the Presbyterian Church. 
John B. Larner, of'the Washington 
City presbytery laymen’s commit- 
tee, will preside at the luncheon. 
The need for the new pension 
plan, and its importance to the 
church as a whole, will be discussed 
by the Rev. Reid S. Dickson, of 
Philadelphia, associate seoretary of 
the Presbyterian board of minis- 
terial relief and sustentation. 

The new service pension plan, 
which will provide moderate pen- 
sions ‘for Presbyterian ministers, 
missionaries and their dependents, 
will. be started by the. $15,000,000 
fund. In fifteen years the plan will 
be self-sustaining, the pensions be- 
ing paid from a fund made up of 
small annual payments made by 
the individual ministers and their 
churches. During that period 
those retiring will be paid from the 
fund established by the. present 
campaign. 

While the actual solicitation in 
the presbytery will be done by Mr. 
Larner’s committee of laymen, the 
national laymen’s committee, head- 
ed by Will H. Hays and with Andrew 
W. Mellon as treasurer, will exercise 
a general supervision. The cam- 
paign will start in Washington on 
October 15 and continue until the 
end of the month. 


CHURCH AUDITORIUM 
TO OPEN TOMORROW 


New Organ to Be Used First 
Time at Immanuel Bap- 
tist Services. 


The auditorium of the National 
Memorial Church of the Baptists 
(Immanuel) will be used for the 


first time tomorrow morning with 
special services.’ This is not a dedi- 
cation of the building. In the

Since then the work has 
gone on until now the interior is 
furnished for occupancy. Value of 
the present structure, including the 
old building, is more than $600,- 
000.

PASTOR IS FROM LYNN 


Dr. Frederic Williams Perkins, 
of Lynn, Mass., has resigned the 
pastorate of the @irst Universalist 
church, of Lynn, to accept the call 
of the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versalist general convention and 
the call of the First Universalist 
church in Washington to become 
the pastor of the National Universal- 
ist Memorial church here. 

The Washington Universalist 
church, which was organized in 
1869, has been worshipping until 
recently in the Church of Our 
Father, Thirteenth and L streets 
northwest, which the society built 
in 1883. This building now. has 
been sold to the Third Church of 
Christ Scientist. The Universalist 
society has purchased a site at the 
corner of Sixteenth and § streets 
northwest, upon which a new Na- 
tional Memorial church building is 
to be erected by the entire denoml- 
nation. 

Dr. Perkins is one of the out- 
standing figures of the Universalist 
denomination. The First Universal- 
ist Church of Lynn is one of the 
largest and best organized in the 
denomination. 

Dr. Perkins was educated at the 
Roxbury, Mass., Latin school, and at 
Tufts college, graduating from the 
latter institution with the degree of 
A. B. in 1891, and with the degree 
of bachelor of theology in 1894. 
Later he was given the honorary 
degree of doctor of dtvinity. He 
has served at the Universalist 
church in Hartford, Conn., 1894 to 
1901; in Haverhill, Mass., 1901 to 
1905, and in Lynn, Mass., from 
1905 until the present time. 

He has contributed freqtently to 
Universalist publications, and is 
much sought after as a speaker at 
Universalist conventions and other 
gatherings.

A great deal of the trouble— 
physical, mental and social—from 
which children suffer is the result 
of chronic fatigue, called “chronic 
subefficiency’’ by Dr. Bcham. It is 
recognized by the complaints of the 
child, decrease in capacity for 
school work, decrease in physical 
strength and endurance, and — 
of emotional unbalance. 


The important nonmedical causes 
of this chronic subefficiency are: 
Inadequate sleep, late hours, street 
play, movies, inadequate diet, home 
work for pay, excessive social ac- 
tivities and such bad surroundings 
in schools as: Improper lighting, 
improper ventilation and bad sani- 
tation.

They must have a plentiful supply 
of standard foods, such as milk, 
meat, bread, cereals, vegetables and 
fruit, or suffer the consequences. 

The most frequent fault with the 
diet of the growing child is that it 
is over rich in carbohydrates.

This thing of pitching to certain 
batters is, after all, a matter for 
the manager to decide alone. His 
greatest handicap is the enormous, 
amount of advice and suggestions 
he gets from friends. Their opin- 
ions differ widely, and if a manager 
listens to them all he is bound to 
get confused. 

I am hoping that Hornsby will 
take his own counsel and do just 
what his own judgment dictates. In 
that'way he will come nearer solv- 
ing the weaknesses of the opposing 
batters than any other. It has even 
happened that a pretended friend' 
has gone over the batters with a 
manager and then toid the other 
side what happened and what was 
said. 

If Sherdel, or any other Cardinal 
pitcher, works intelligently and 
carefully against the Yankees, he 
is just as likely to win as Herb Pen- 
nock, who I understand is slated to 
work for New York. 


ERSONALLY I always 

have avoided taking ad- 

vice on batters when it 
was possible to do so. I had 
much rather use by own judg- 
ment. Then I have but one 
chance of going wrong. If I 
listen to others I have just that 
many more chances of being 
wrong. We never have but one 
chance of being right. 


, 


Hornsby is a good judge of bat- 
ters and his own snap judgment 
probably will be the best. The same 
thing goes for Huggins. Any exper- 
ienced baseball man can usually tell 
how to pitch to a batter from the

\8,000 CUT IN ARMY LOOMING 
TO PREVENT DEFICIT FOR YEAR

ing had been issued September 15, 
to remain in effect until the end of 
the fiscal year. They are designed, 
it was alleged, to reduce the 
strength of the army to an average 
of 110,900 men for the remainder 
of the present fiscal year, as com- 
pared with an average strength of 
118,750, for which current appro- 
priationg were expected to provide. 
The action was taken as the only 
means by which serious deficits 
could be avoided. 

Army officials are under a com- 
plete silence ban as to all questions 
involved in preparation of,the budg- 
et for the next fiscal year. The 
budget law itself restricts them and 
this has been amplified this year by 
Secretary Davis, of the War De- 
partment, in specific ‘‘muzgzle’’ or- 
ders. 

In view of the fact that the pres- 
ent total available for army pur- 
poses is $265,000,000 has not been 
sufficient to maintain the 118,000 
men strength even for half of the 
current year, the construction put 
on the White House statement in 
some quarters was that it fore- 
shadowed a continued reduction in 
strength, although no reduction in 
appropriations might be contem- 
plated. 

In explanation of the stop order 
on recruiting, the War Department 
made a formal statement declaring 
that the cut in strength was tem- 
porary and “‘does not mean the per- 
manent reduction of the army.” In- 
flexibility of appropriations and un- 
expected expenditures required un- 
der the last appropriation act, but 
not anticipated when the estimates 
were prepared, were assigned as the 
reasons necessitating a reduction in 
average strength to avoid a deficit. 
The explanation follows: 

“Estimates for the current fiscal 
year were prepared on the basis of 
data available early in 1925. The 
item ‘pey of the army’ depends 
upon many variable factors, such as 
the proportion of the higher-paid 
reenlisted men to recruits, turn- 
over of personnel by retirements 
and the passage of any personnel to 
higher pay status as a result of 
longevity increases. 

“Furthermore, legislation by the 
last’ Congress provided for the ap- 
pointment of all field clerks as war- 
rant officers and applied the present 
pay schedule to officers retired be- 
fore its enactment. Neither of these 
items had been anticipated in the 


preparation of estimates and the en- | 


tire cost of the new warrant of- 
ficers entered as an additional cost 
due to the fact that they can not be 
paid from the sum appropriated for 
‘pay of field clerks.’ There has re- 
sulted a condition which would 
create a deficiency unless provision 
is made to reduce the only flexible 


' factor—the strength of the army. 


“For the first few months of the 
fiscal year that strength has been 
close to the authorized maximum, 
so during the remaining months of 
the fiscal year provision must be 
made for the entire deficit. This 
means that instead of the author- 
ized strength of 118,750 men,

average for the remainder of the 
fiscal year must be about 110,900 
men.

It also was made clear at the 
White House that the President 
feels that the national defense pro- 
visions are adequate and it was 
stated that he is neither prepared 
to authorize an increase nor a re- 
duction in this branch of the gov- 
ernment. The statement was 
prompted, it was added, by stories 
that the army budget was to be 
smashed materially for next year. 

Because the army and navy ap- 
propriations are so large, it was 
said, these naturally were’ scruti- 
nized carefully each year by the 
executive, but it was made clear 
that he desired to maintain these 
services at their present strength. 

The necessity for economy in the 
appropriations next year by Con- 
gress was stressed at the White 
House, where it was pointed out 
that, among other appropriations, 
$50,000,000 would be required for 
rivers and harbors, the largest sum 
needed for this purpose since the 
war.

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FALL TRADE'S OPENING 
NORMAL IN THE SOUTH 


Prospects Improved in Au- 
gust, Says Richmond 
Reserve Bank Review. 


CROPS’ OUTLOOK IS GOOD! 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 1 (By A. P.). 
A moderate expansion in loans to 
customers by member banks and a 
seasonal rise in the circulation of 
Federal Reserve notes show that 
fall trade is opening normally, said 
the monthly review of business and 
agricultural conditions issued to- 
day by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Richmond. 

“August business in the Fifth 
Federal Reserve district,’’ the re- 
view stated, ‘was up to seasonal 
average and on the whole prospects 
for the balance of the year seem to 
have improved during the month. 

_“Labor continues well employed, 
assuring a large purchasing power 
for the next few months. 

“The failure record for the dis- 
trict compared favorably in August 
with the record of August of last 
year and with other recent months. 

‘Coal production is very large as 
a result of seasonal demand in this 
country and the influence’ of the 
British coal strike abroad. 

‘Textile mills are still operating 
from hand to mouth, but stocks 
have been kept low. 

‘Valuation figures for building 
permits issued in August in 28 
Fifth district cities exceeded the fig- 
ures for all other months this year 
except March, and were 41 per cent 
larger than in August, 1925. 

“Official estimates on this year’s 
cotton crop indicate increased pro- 
duction in both Carolinas, but the 
season is late and the crop is sub- 
ject to serious damage by an early 
frost and prices are lower than a 
year ago. 

“The tobacco crop of the Fifth 
district promises to be a very prof- 
itable one. 

‘Although crops are generally 
somewhat later than usual, the en- 
tire agricultural situation in the 
district is distinctly improved over 
last year and last month, with 
probably greatest improvement over 
1925 in South Carolina and least 
improvement in Maryland. 

‘‘Wholesale trade developed sea- 
sonally in August and compared 
fairly well with trade in August, 
1925, while department store sales 
in August exceeded sales in August, 
1925, by nearly 7 per cent. 

‘“‘Collections were slower than in 
July, but this is a seasonal develop- 
ment. 

“Contrary to these developments, 
however, debits to individual ac- 
counts during the four weeks endei 
September 8 were below aggregate 
debits for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year for the first 
time in two years.’’ 


General Coal Strike 
In Europe Defeated 


Ostend, -Bélgium, Oct. 1 (By A. 
P.).—A request by the striking 
British coal miners that a general 
European coal strike be declared 
was rejected today by the Interna- 
tional miners’ conference here. An 
official communique says: 

“The British miners’ request for 
a general strike was fully consid- 
ered. -The majority of the dele- 
gates of the different countries were 
unable to: agree to this, but gave 
assurance of the fullest financial 
support possible, and promised to 
continue to do their utmost to pre- 
vent coal exports to Great Britain.”

POPULATION BESEIGED 
IN WUCHANG STARVING 


Hundreds Dying; All Food Is 
Held for Use of the 


Military Forces. 


Hankow, China, Oct. 1 (By A. 
P.).—The civilian .popuiation of 
Wuchang, across the Yangtse river 
from here, is entirely without food 
and hundreds are reported tg be 
dying. Colder weather is increas- 
ing the suffering. There is no coal 
and no firewood and the meager re- 
maining food supply is held entirely 
by the military. The condition is 
the result of the siege laid to the 
city by the “‘red’’ Cantonese forces. 

Peace negotiations at Wuchang 
have been broken off entirely, but 
through the efforts of the chamber 
of commerce both contending fac- 
tions have agreed to permit removal 
of the women and children to Han- 
kow.

Officials and Friends Attend 
Funeral of Policeman 
Slain by Bandits. 


OTHERS SHOT IN FIGHT 
REPORTED IMPROVING 


a erry of Band 
Held in Virginia; Four 
Await Trial. 


The body of Policeman Leo W. 
K. Busch, 28 years old, a martyr 
to his duty, was lowered into the 
grave of a hero yesterday in Ar- 
lington National cemetery with both 
military and police honors. The 
courageous patrolman was mortally 
wounded in the gun battle Sunday 
at Grant circle, with four bandits, 
all of whom are now awaiting trial 
for his murder. 

Hundreds of persons from all 


walks of live paid final tribute to 
the hero. Busch was a popular 
member of the police force, and 
during the late war had served as 
a radio operator in the navy. More 
than 100 officials and members of 
the police department attended. 

Requiem mass was sung in St. 
Paul’s church, Fifteenth and .V 
streets northwest, at 10:30 o’clock. 
After the services the casket was 
borne to the waiting hearse by four 
fellow officers and four members of 
the Loyalty Legion, an overseas or- 
ganization to which Busch be- 
longed. The procession then went 
to the cemetery, where final hon- 
ors were paid. 


Dougherty Heads Officials. 


Headed by Commissioner Proctor 
L. Dougherty, the representatives of 
the police department included 
Maj. Edwin B: Hesse, inspectors 
Henry. Pratt, Charles Evans, Louis 
J. Stoll, William Harrison and Will- 
fam Shelby, Capt. Fred Cornwell. of 
the Tenth precinct, to which the 
hero was attached; Capt. Thaddeus. 
Bean, of the First precinct; Capt. 
Robert E. Doyle, of the Eight pre- 
cinct, and others. Scores of resi- 
dents of the Petworth section, where 
the fatal battle was staged, were 
among the mourners. 

Policeman Frank, Ach, who was 
also seriously wounded in the battle, 
was reported improving at Garfield 
} John Proctor, 18 years 
old, one of the bandits, 1102 Sev- 
enth street northwest, who was 
spirited to Baltimore, seriously 
wounded following the battle, is re- 
ported rapidly recovering and will 
be brought back to this city charged 
with murder as soon as his condi- 
tion will permit, 

The other members of the ban- 
dit gang, Samue] Marino, John F. 
McCabe and Leo Silverblatt, alias 
Micholas Lee Eagles, a half-breed 
Indian, are in jail awaiting grand 
jury action on murder charges. 
Mrs. Reva Cooper, 18 years old, 
mother of a year-old child, who 
posed as Eagles’ wife, has been 
turned over to Virginia authorities 
on a charge of highway robbery. 

Harris J. Atchison and James F. 
Callan, who were also associated 
with the gang, were held in bail of 
$10,000 each by Judge Gus A. 
Schuldt in police court yesterday. 
They waived preliminary examina- 
tion on. a charge of robbery and 
were held for grand jury action. 
The two, with Marino and Eagles, 
are said to have confessed to po- 
lice the holdup and robbery of 
John Keyser in a gasoline station 
at Sixteenth and Taylor streets 
northwest. 


Paid Splendid Tribute. 


The following tribute to Busch 
Was penned by Inspector William §. 
Shelby, presonnel officer of the po- 
lice department, as the final entry 
on the dead patrolman’s official 
record: 

“At 4:10 p. m., September 28, 
1926, Officer Leo W. K. Busch died 
at Garfield hospital as a result of 
gunshot wounds sustained in line of 
duty.

“He met death as he had greeted 
life bravely and with a smile, and, 
wearing his wounds like stars, 
passed through the twilight of 
shadowy visions into the sunlight of 
eternal morning with the glorious 
consciousness of a duty nobly per- 
formed to receive the Master’s salu- 
tation of ‘well done.’ 

“In death as in life he sustained 
the finest traditions of that service 
to which he gave the last full meas- 
ure of devotion. 

“To his loved ones he leaves the 


priceless heritage of an honored 


name. To his comrades of the serv- 
ce he leaves the rich gift of inspira- 
tional example. 

‘Tt is fitting and proper that 
there shall be entered on this the 
record of his service these words— 
than which there’ can be no nobler 
epitaph—' Killed in action in line of

Ballou nes Maintenance 
Funds Were Cut From $1, 
000,000 to $475,000. 


Plans for an eight-room school in 
Woodridge, at Central and Carlton 
avenues northeast, and additions to 
three other schools will be submit- 
ted to contractors for sealed pro- 
posals within a few weeks. Con- 
struction of the buildings will be 
completed next year. 

An eight-room addition 
sembly-gymnasium will be 
the John Burroughs school, 
Street northeast, between  Eigh- 
teenth and Twentieth and 
an eight-room addition will be con- 
structed at the Bruce school, Ken- 
yon street northwest, between Sher- 
man avenue and Georgia avenue. 
A four-toom addition will be built 
at the Smothers’ school, Forty- 
fourth and Brooks streets north- 
east. 

As three of the new projects areé 
situated in the northeast section of 
the city, school officials point out 
that congestion in this area is ex- 
pected to be entirely eliminated. 

Specifications for the addition at 
the John Burroughs school were 
submitted to the commissioners by 
Municipal Architect A. L. Harris 
yesterday. Bids will be sought 
early next week. Bids on the 
others will follow about a week 
apart.

Ballou Blames Congress. 


Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of public schools, yesterday 
placed on Congress the blame for 
the present and past insanitary and 
otherwise bad conditions found in 
some schools. 

Many of the conditions reported 
by Health Officer William Fowler, 
following a survey of conditions in 
the schools, have been alleviated, 
Dr. Bailou declared, but, he added, 
they never would have occurred had 
Congress provided sufficient appro- 
priations for the care of the schools. 

The health report, Dr. Ballou 
stated, was made at the close of 
schools last term, During the sum- 
mer, he said, every effort has been 
made to remedy all insanitary and 
dangerous conditions reported. 
However, Dr. Ballou declared, 
school officials have been handi- 
capped by lack of funds. 


School Estimates Cut. 


Last year school officials asked 
more than $1,000,000 for the main- 
tenance of schools in respect to 
cleaning, painting and repairs. The 
budget officials cut this amount 
considerably, with Congress award- 
ing $475,000. Later . Congress 
made an additional appropriation 
of $75,000. 

This amount 
take care of 
stated. 

“We are doing the best we can 
with these limited appropriations,” 
Dr. Ballou declared, ‘‘and conditions 
are not as bad as they are declared 
to be.”’ 

Superintendent Ballou yesterday’ 
sent out a circular letter to all 
school principals urging them to re- 
port what remedies have been made 
in conditions reported during the 
survey by Dr. Fowler.
